Iraq: No 
deadline 
extension 


for U.S.

BAGHDAD — Iraq will not extend 
the June 30 deadline for U.S. troops 
to withdraw from urban areas de- 
spite concerns about a resurgence of 
violence in recent weeks, a spokes- 
man said Monday. 

The government has insisted it is 
committed to the timeline laid out in 
a U.S.-Iraqi security agreement that 
calls for American forces to pull back 
from urban areas by the summer and 
from the rest of the country by the 
end of 2011. 

But a series of high-profile bomb- 
ings have cast doubt on the readiness 
of Iraqi forces to take over security 
responsibilities. In particular, U.S. 
commanders have pointed to the 
volatile northern city of Mosul as a 
possible exception to the withdrawal 
plans. 

Government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh, however, said the dead- 
lines were “non-extendable.” 

“These dates cannot be extended 
and this is consistent with the transfer 
and handover of responsibility to Iraqi 
security forces,” al-Dabbagh said. 

Underscoring the dangers, two car 
bombs exploded almost simultane- 
ously in Baghdad near the oil minis- 
try and a police academy, said police 
officials, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they were not au- 
thorized to talk to the media. 

At least three people were killed 
and eight wounded in the attacks, ac- 
cording to the U.S. military. 

North of the capital, a Sunni tribal 
group that turned against al-Qaida 
in Iraq postponed plans to disband 
Monday after receiving reassuranc- 
es that its leader would be released, 
the acting chief said. 

The move could avert the lat- 
est showdown between Iraq’s Shi- 
ite-dominated government and the 
Sunni groups that have accused it of 
unfairly targeting its members for 
past bloodshed.

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Students 
at the base’s Joan K. Mendel Elementary 
School got a good look at Pacific culture 
Monday from about 150 volunteers during 
the school’s annual Japandasia festival. 

From calligraphy to karate, Mendel stu- 
dents moved from classroom to classroom to 
experience more than 20 different cultural 


activities. Some were hands-on, as students 
tried making kappamaki rolls and kokeshi 
dolls. 

“T think it’s really interesting because I re- 
ally don’t know much about [Asian culture],” 
said 9-year-old Chloe Byrd, a third-grader.

Any step back by the so-called 
Awakening Councils could leave 
areas more vulnerable to attacks 
from insurgents, who have sharp- 
ly increased bombings in the past 
month. 

The Awakening Councils, 
which originally were funded by 
the U.S. military but are now the 
government’s responsibility, are 
considered a key factor in securi- 
ty gains over the past two years. 

But tensions have risen over ar- 
rests and allegations that the gov- 
ernment has not come through 
with pledges for Sunni reconcilia- 
tion and offers of official security 
posts to members of the groups. 

Mullah Nadhum al-Jubouri, the

leader of the Awakening Council 
in Duluiyah, and his two brothers 
were arrested Saturday by U.S.- 
Iraqi forces. 

A U.S. military statement did 
not mention specific allegations 
against the three but said they 
were wanted for “terrorism.” 

But Iraqi officials said the 
charges included carrying out 
attacks in 2005 and 2006 such 
as the downing of a U.S. helicop- 
ter and targeting a police station 
near Duluiyah, about 45 miles 
north of Baghdad. 

Sunni leaders denounced the 
arrests as a sign the Shiite-led 
government may be more inter- 
ested in settling past scores than 
finding reconciliation.

Acting Duluiyah Awaken- 
ing Council leader Mohammed 
Khalil Ibrahim threatened to dis- 
band the group in the area they 
control north of Baghdad unless 
its leader was freed by early 
Monday. 

But Ibrahim said Monday that 
he had met with al-Jubouri at the 
police station in nearby Balad 
and was told orders had been is- 
sued to release him soon. 

The group had canceled a 
meeting planned for Monday to 
announce its plans to disband 
after hearing the news, he said. 

The arrests raised new ques- 
tions over how to sort out the 
messy histories of the thousands 
of tribal fighters who went from 


enemies to allies. 

Some Awakening Council 
members were active in the in- 
surgency or sympathizers before 
becoming disenchanted with al- 
Qaida’s widespread attacks on 
civilians and their reliance on 
non-Iraqi leaders. 

An amnesty law adopted last 
year allows officials to clear the 
slate for some past offenses, but 
does not cover allegations such as 
terrorism, kidnapping and rape. 

“We ask the government to re- 
lease him,” said another of Nadum 
al-Jubouri’s brothers, Mahir. “He 
had a role in defeating al-Qaida. 
Does he deserve to be arrested?”

U.S. soldiers in Afghanistan set up transmitters, 
hire local talent and hand out radios to Paktia 
residents to beat the Taliban at the news game

PAKTIA PROVINCE, Afghan- 
istan — Residents in rural Paktia 
province got a treat when sol- 
diers with Troop B, 1st Squadron, 
40th Cavalry Regiment rolled 
past their grazing lands during 
a three-day patrol this weekend. 
Afghans more accustomed to re- 
ceiving supplies of food and blan- 
kets beamed when they saw that 
the boxes soldiers gave them ac- 
tually contained small radios. 

The radios aren’t intended to 
help the Afghans listen to their 
favorite tunes, though. They’re 
part of a top-to-bottom system 
aimed unabashedly at getting the 
official Afghan and American 
story out to Paktia before the in- 
surgents have a chance to weigh 
in. 
It’s a public relations battle that 
analysts once said Americans 
were losing because of a too-rigid 
adherence to hierarchy. Broad- 
casts would take too long to be 
approved, they said. 

The Americans have set up 
transmitters across the province 
in eastern Afghanistan, hired 
local employees for the stations 
and developed a process to put out 
information updates on incidents 
such as roadside bomb explo- 
sions. Maj. Herb Skinner, the 1-40 
executive officer, said the system 
is key to combating Taliban mis- 
information that often blames co- 
alition forces for civilian deaths 
caused by its own attacks. 

Taliban propagandists even 
take advantage of failed attacks, 
said 1st Lt. Josh Payne, the 1-40 
information operations officer. A 
couple of weeks ago, the Ameri- 
cans didn’t do an announcement 
after a roadside bomb detonation 
because the explosion didn’t hurt 
anyone. The Taliban, however, 
put out their own message saying 
that people died and two vehicles 
were destroyed. 

“If we don’t send anything out, 
they’re going to make up what 
they want the people to hear,” 
Payne said. 

The military has occasion- 
ally been accused of blurring the 
line between propaganda and 
public affairs and information 
operations. 

Payne said the broadcasts are 
squarely in the more-benign in- 
formation operations category. 
They broadcast details about co- 
alition forces mistakes, such as 
when a mortar accidentally kills 
civilians, as well as Taliban at- 
tacks. The whole strategy, he said, 
is to be “first with the truth.” 

“We’re not trying to deceive 
anyone,” Payne said. “We’re just 
trying to get the news out there. 
... We'll jazz it up to put the blame 
on the bad guys, but we stick with 
the facts.” 

The radio approach is particu- 
larly suited for Paktia. The east- 
ern Afghanistan province is an 
extremely rural area where most 


communication is done by word 
of mouth, Payne said. Newspa- 
pers and TV stations are rare 
outside Gardez, the capital and 
the province’s largest city. Even 
radio is uncommon; Gardez and 
Zormat are the only cities with 
good access to local stations. 

“Except for those two areas, 
there’s really not a lot of competi- 
tion,” he said. 

The foundation of the whole 
system is what the Americans 
call a “60-minute battle drill.” 
Payne’s unit writes a radio story 
as soon as an incident happens 
and e-mails it to the line units 
so their disc jockeys can broad- 
cast the news — all within an 
hour and sometimes in half that. 
Meanwhile, American leaders 
contact the subgovernor, the head 
of a district, to let him know about 
the incident and ask for advice on 
how to handle it. 

They’re also careful to follow up 
on the story so the Taliban can’t 
insert their own twist later. News 
alerts might tell listeners about a 
wounded neighbor’s status — and 
how they’re being tenderly cared 
for in an American hospital. 

The follow-up alone can gen- 
erate a public following as in the 
golden age of radio. Listeners 


tracking the story of a little girl 
who fell into a cooking pit sent a 
box of thank-you letters after they 
heard U.S. forces took her into a 
combat outpost and flew her to 
medical care. 

The Americans have hired a 
local crew to broadcast local pro- 
gramming that will have people 
listening to the stations when a 
news alert comes over the air. 
Each troop is supposed to have 
two locals working on the radio, 
and that will climb to three in the 
coming days. One is the actual 
DJ. The second is a journalist who 
interviews local officials for re- 
broadcast over the air. The third 
is a technician responsible for 
keeping the equipment running. 

Troops in rural areas lack DJs, 
though. Capt. Gary McDonald, 
the Troop B commander, said the 
long drives and lower standard of 
living away from the cities made 
it hard to keep employees in these 
areas. Instead, a continuous loop 
of music can keep the people en- 
tertained while interpreters can 
get the message out in a pinch. 

Programming is heavy on na- 
tional news, which Paktia resi- 
dents love but have a hard time 
getting. The stations also have re- 
ligious programming, children’s

shows, sports and lots of music. 
Gardez has an agricultural call- 
in program in which the brigade’s 
agribusiness development team 
offers tips to local farmers, a par- 
ticularly popular program in an 
area where farming and herding 
dominate the economy. 

Payne said he uses a light touch 
with regard to programming and 
rarely tells the local staff what to

play because he wants staff mem- 
bers to be the face and voice of 
the stations. A lot of them even 
write their own stuff. 

But American cultural advis- 
ers listen to the programs to en- 
sure that the DJs don’t broadcast 
anything the Americans don’t 
want out there. 

To make sure residents can ac- 
tually catch the broadcasts, line 
units distribute the small hand- 
cranked radios that can also run 
off solar and battery power. Sol- 
diers with the 1-40 have distrib- 
uted 1,200 radios in the three 
months they’ve been in Paktia. 
Leaders were careful to choose a 
type that insurgents can’t use to 
detonate roadside bombs. 

Payne prefers that the Afghan 
army or police hand out the ra- 
dios and explain how they work 
and what station to tune in to, 
although members of Troop B 
simply passed them out from the 
Humvee turret to ecstatic local 
residents. 

Like the radios, the transmit- 
ting equipment is relatively mod- 
est technology, similar to what 
a stateside ham radio operator 
might own. Small combat outpost 
FM setups run about $5,000. The 
AM transmitter at Forward Op- 
erating Base Gardez is a more 
substantial $50,000 rig that has a 
farther reach. 

The price is well worth it to 
McDonald. The area he controls 
has seen little American pres- 
ence in the past. Troop B soldiers 
are trying to change that, but it 
takes hours just to get to the most 
remote villages. They’ll likely 
never be able to hit each village as 
much as they’d really like. But the 
radio — along with humanitarian 
aid and other efforts — gives Mc- 
Donald a sort of virtual presence 
to remind villagers that coalition 
forces are nearby. 

“Presence is something you 
have to establish and maintain. 
You can’t just pass through,” Mc- 
Donald said. “|The radio station] 
shows presence even when I’m 
not there.”

Prevention, response programs evaluated

SEOUL — A group studying 
the effectiveness of the military’s 
sexual assault prevention pro- 
grams and how those crimes are 
reported is in South Korea this 
week. 

The Defense Task Force on 
Sexual Assault in the Military 
Services is nearing the end of its 
yearlong tour of Army, Marine 
Corps, Navy and Air Force instal- 
lations around the world. 

Members are studying whether 
different commands’ mandatory 
sexual assault prevention pro- 
grams work, or whether they’re 
“a punch-the-ticket, do-it-online 
type of training,’ said Louis 
Tasiello, task force co-chair and a 
retired rear admiral. 

The group also is looking at 
whether those programs should 
be standardized for the entire 
military and administered by the 
Department of Defense. Each 
service now has its own preven- 
tion program that is tailored to 
meet its culture, he said. 

The task force is meeting this 
week with officials and sex- 
ual assault victims at Yongsan 
Garrison, Camp Humphreys, 
Camp Casey and Camp Red 
Cloud. 

Members will travel to Okinawa 
on Saturday, and make their last 
stop in the Pacific on Guam. The 
task force will make its final site 
visit in June, and is expected 
to present its final report and 
recommendations for reducing 
sexual assaults to the secretary 
of defense and Congress this fall. 

Congress ordered the mili- 
tary to formally address sexual 
assault within its ranks about five 
years ago, but little progress was

made, according to a Government 
Accountability Office report 
issued last year. 

In a congressional hearing in 
August 2008, lawmakers were 
highly critical of the DOD’s lack 
of progress in addressing sexual 
crimes. 

Iasiello said staff are still gath- 
ering facts, but the military has 
clearly become more responsive 
to victims who report sexual 
assaults. 

“The response part of this 
seems to be working pretty well. 
The reality is, we’re much better 
at offering victim care than we 
were a few years ago,” Iasiello 
said. 

He pointed to the “restricted” 
reporting option that allows sex- 
ual assault victims to get coun- 
seling and treatment without 
launching a criminal investiga- 
tion or having their commander 
notified. That is “countercultural” 
to the military, where command- 
ers want to know what happens 
within their ranks, he said. 

The restricted reporting option 
is available for servicemembers, 
but not for civilians. 

The task force made stops at 
bases in the Middle East, includ- 
ing Iraq, to study sexual assaults

in combat zones. The size of bases 
there varies widely, and it may 
be harder for troops at small- 
er bases with fewer facilities to 
report sexual crimes than for 
those stationed at larger bases, 
Tasiello said. 

“The question is, do people in 
these more remote areas, do they 
have the same reporting mech- 
anisms available to them?” he 
said. 

The task force also is inter- 
viewing sexual assault victims 
to learn how their cases were 
handled. At their last stop in 
the Tidewater area of Virginia, 
Iasiello said, members inter- 
viewed two or three victims. 

Staffers will soon fly to Arizona 
to meet with victims from that 
region who have contacted the 
task force. 

They’re also are studying sex- 
ual assault prevention programs 
at private industries and colleges, 
because students typically are 
in the same age bracket as many 
servicemembers, Iasiello said.

search continues for U.S. 
professor missing in Japan

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa 
— The search continued Monday 
for a missing American hiker 
on tiny, volcanic Kuchinoerabu 
Island, but local police and resi- 
dents have found little sign of the 
man. 

Craig Arnold, a 41-year-old 
poet and University of Wyoming 
assistant professor, was last seen 
on the island April 27, arriving 
by ferry to continue a five-month 
trek to Japan’s volcanoes. 

Kagoshima Prefectural Police 
spokesman Yoshiyuki Kuzuhara 
said the only clues searchers have 
found so far are footprints going 
up a path to the mouth of the 
active volcano. 

A search of the mountain’s rim 
turned up no sign of the man. 

After arriving on the island, 
Arnold checked in at a local guest 
house and paused for a cup of tea, 
then left his baggage and headed 
alone on foot to Mount Shindake, 
a 2,170-foot active volcano. 

He had planned to hike for two 
hours and was wearing only a 
windbreaker, the innkeeper told 
police. He carried two walking 
sticks and no food or water. 

It is believed that Arnold wan- 
dered off the trail at nightfall. 


Rescue teams have been using 
infrared techniques to look for 
any signs of life, but Kuzuhara 
said search activities have been 
extremely difficult in the thick 
jungle and rugged terrain. 

Kuzuhara said Arnold’s brother 
arrived on the island Sunday and 
joined about 40 police officers 
and islanders in the search. 

Kuzuhara discounted reports 
that Arnold may have accessed 
his Facebook Web page by satel- 
lite phone on April 30. 

“The cell phone Mr. Arnold has 
with him is a SoftBank phone, 
and the island is totally out of its 
service area,” he said. 

Arnold was doing research for 
a lyrical book on volcanoes and 
kept a blog of his travels called 
“Volcano Pilgrim” at http://volca- 
nopilgrim.wordpress.com. 

The island is a popular tourist 
destination with numerous hot 
springs. However, warnings are 
posted on the mountain trails to 
deter hikers from climbing to the 
volcano’s rim. 

Kuzuhara said Mount Shindake 
is “a very dangerous place” with 
frequent releases of sulfur gas.

2 Karzai registers for re-election

KABUL — President Hamid Karzai 
registered as a candidate for Afghanistan’s 
August presidential election Monday, a 
vote he would appear in a strong position 
to win given the lack of high-profile candi- 
dates he is likely to face. 

But Karzai’s selection of powerful war- 
lord Mohammad Qasim Fahim as his 
new vice presidential running mate drew 
immediate criticism. Fahim was a top 
commander in the militant group Jamiat- 
e-Islami during Afghanistan’s 1990s civil 
war. 

A 2005 Human Rights Watch report, 
“Blood-Stained Hands,” found “credible 
and consistent evidence of widespread and 
systematic human rights abuses and viola- 
tions of international humanitarian law” 
were committed by Jamiat commanders, 
including Fahim. 

Karzai was “insulting the country” with 
the choice, the New York-based group said 
Monday. 


“To see Fahim back in the heart of gov- 
ernment would be a terrible step back- 
wards for Afghanistan,” said Brad Adams, 
the group’s Asia director. “He is widely 
believed by many Afghans to be still in- 
volved in many illegal activities, includ- 
ing running armed militias, as well as 
giving cover to criminal gangs and drug 
traffickers.” 

The U.S. Embassy would not comment 
on the selection of Fahim, saying it wasn’t 
helpful for the United States to comment 
on individual candidates. However, a U.S. 
statement said, “We believe the election is 
an opportunity for Afghanistan to move 
forward with leaders who will strengthen 
national unity.” 

Karzai’s popularity has waned in recent 
years, as civilian casualties caused by in- 
ternational military forces have increased 
and charges of government corruption 
persist. But so far no candidates who could 
challenge Karzai’s hold on power have 
registered for the Aug. 20 vote. Candidates 
have until Friday to register.

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Experts:

Recent pirate attacks in the 
Indian Ocean and Gulf of Aden 
finally have turned the world’s 
attention on Somalia after years 
of the war-ravaged country being 
ignored, East African experts 
say. 

Piracy is the unfortunate, albe- 
it headline-grabbing, symptom of 
a much larger concern of a nation 
rocked by poverty and govern- 
mental instability. 

While there are some short- 
term solutions to fighting piracy, 
a military offensive won’t resolve 
the issue, experts Say. 

“It’s not a military solution,” 
said Roger Middleton, a Horn of 
Africa expert with the Royal In- 
stitute of International Affairs 
Chatham House think tank in 
London. 

“There are things a military 
can do to make it safer, harder 
for pirates, but that’s not the 
solution.” 

The first thing that needs to 
happen is changing the approach 
to Somalia’s problems, he said. 

“When Somalia hasn’t been ig- 
nored, which, in fact, it has most- 
ly been ignored ... there were 
attempts to contain Somalia with- 
out attempting to help it,” Middle- 
ton said in a telephone interview. 
“That approach has failed.” 

There have been nearly 20 
peace processes in Somalia, but 
none has been successful, he 
said. 

“There has never been high- 
level engagement by the world, 
such as there have been in places 
like Sudan,” Middleton said. 

But the swell of successful pi- 
rate attacks now is topping inter- 
national agendas. 

“The problem of piracy has 
opened the eyes of those who 
have forgotten Somalia,’ Ahm- 
edou Ould-Abdallah, a U.N. spe- 
cial representative for Somalia, 
said during an international con- 
ference last month in Brussels. 

World leaders pledged $213 
million during an April 23 fund- 
raiser co-sponsored by the United 
Nations and European Union, an 
opening step to aid the East Afri- 
can nation that is slightly smaller 
than Texas. 

The money will go toward secu- 
rity to fund African Union forces 
in Somalia and the development 
and training of a Somali security 
force. 

Somalia hasn’t had a long-term 
functioning federal government 
since dictator Siad Barre died in 
1991. 

After 15 years of warlords and 
militias fighting a brutal chess 
match for power, the stern Islam- 
ic Courts Union took control of 


the capital of Mogadishu in 2006. 
Backing the government, cur- 
rently led by President Sheikh 
Sharif Sheikh Ahmed, and fun- 
neling cash into the nation — to 
create jobs, rebuild infrastruc- 
ture and stimulate growth — will 
go a long way toward quelling the 
piracy problem, experts said. 

“There isn’t a short-term solu- 
tion,” Middleton said. 

“This will take years, possibly 
decades, to work itself out.” 

However, there are some short- 
term options — even a few where 
military forces might play a vital 
role, said Peter Lehr, a lecturer 
in terrorism studies at the Center 
for the Study of Terrorism and 
Political Violence at the School of 
International Relations at Univer- 
sity of St. Andrews in Scotland. 

For example, strategically po- 
sitioned, big-deck warships can 
serve as landing platforms for he- 
licopters that can patrol the area, 
he said. 

Satellites and drones also can 
be used to spot the so-called 
“motherships” that serve to re- 
plenish pirates who operate in 
smaller skiffs to board and hi- 
jack commercial vessels, Lehr 
suggested. 

“That would be a quick fix, 
make a dent in the piracy by de- 
nying them their long reach,” he 
said. 

A more “midterm” solution to 
help stem the problem would be 
to create a regional anti-piracy 
patrol, headed by nations such as 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Oman; 
similar to patrols to protect 
against legal fishing in Southeast 
Asia among countries such as 
Malaysia, Singapore, Indonesia 
and Thailand, Lehr said. 

In the 1990s, those Southeast 
Asian nations pooled resources to 
patrol the Strait of Malacca. And 
though it proved successful at the 
time, it was too expensive to main- 
tain, and they ended patrols after 
about six months, Lehr said. 

A scaled-back effort, with 
fewer warships, started again a 
few years ago, with nations rely- 
ing more on technology, such as 
drones and radar, to accomplish 
the same result. 

The reason behind having pa- 
trols spearheaded by regional 
countries is a matter of politics 
and strategy, Lehr said. 

“If it is internationally led, or 
U.S.-led, it can be misconstrued 
as ‘forced upon them’ and yet 
another anti-Islamic effort,” he 
said. “But if it is regional, ... it 
steals al-Qaida and [extremists’ | 
thunder.”

Boston Globe, largest 
union to continue talks

BOSTON — The Boston Globe 
and its largest employees union 
finished all-night talks without a 
deal Monday, but plan to be back 
at the bargaining table soon. Life- 
time job guarantees are among 
the final sticking points on a deal 
that could avert a shutdown of the 
137-year-old newspaper. 

The union and management 
stopped negotiating at about 8 
a.m. and “should resume in the 
next day or so,” said Cosmo Ma- 
cero, a spokesman for the Boston 
Newspaper Guild, the Globe’s 
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largest union. 

The Globe’s owner, The New 
York Times Co., had threatened 
to close the newspaper unless 
its unions agreed to $20 million 
in cuts to annual expenses by 
midnight Sunday. The company 
showed labor negotiators a draft 
of a 60-day shutdown notice, re- 
quired under federal law, and 
said it would file it if concession 
demands were not met. The Guild 
called that a “bullying” tactic. 

But the company said it would 
not file the shutdown notice 
Monday because it had reached 
agreements with six other unions, 
including those that represent 
drivers, mailers and pressmen. 

That left the Guild, which 
represents about 700 editorial, 
advertising and business employ- 
ees. The Times Co. statement 
said it was disappointed “that we 
have not yet been able to reach an 
agreement with the Guild.” 

The Guild said it had proposed 
more than the $10 million in cuts 
to annual labor costs the Times 
Co. sought from that union. The 
Guild said the givebacks called 
for “tremendous _ sacrifices, 
across virtually all categories of 
compensation and benefits.” 

Employees said the proposal 
calls for a 3.5 percent pay cut 
for Guild employees, plus three 
unpaid furlough days, for a total 
salary reduction of just under 5 
percent. The other cuts include 
reductions in pension and 401(k) 
contributions by the Times Co. 

Neither side would reveal what 
was bogging down the negotia- 
tions, but a key hang-up appeared 
to be lifetime job guarantees, 
which give strong protections 
from layoffs, though staffers can 
still be let go for cause. 

The Times Co. has sought to 
eliminate the guarantees. Guild 
president Daniel Totten has 
called elimination of the guaran- 
tees a “nonstarter.” 

Approximately 470 employ- 
ees across six unions have the 
lifetime guarantees, including 
about 190 Guild members. Some 
veteran Globe workers believe 
eliminating the guarantees would 
allow the Times Co. to dismiss 
older, higher-paid employees.

President’s plan aims to reduce incentives for basing jobs overseas

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama proposed Mon- 
day to close U.S. tax loopholes 
for companies and individuals 
with operations or bank accounts 
overseas. 

The president said he wants 
to prevent U.S. companies from 
deferring tax payments by keep- 
ing profits in foreign countries 
rather than recording them at 
home. He also called for more 
transparency in bank accounts 
held by Americans in tax havens 
such as the Cayman Islands. 

“Tf financial institutions won’t 
cooperate with us, we will as- 
sume that they are sheltering 
money in tax havens and act ac- 
cordingly,” Obama said. 

Obama said that his plan would 
generate $210 billion in new taxes 


over 10 years and “make it easi- 
er” for companies to create jobs 
at home. Over a decade, $210 bil- 
lion would make a modest dent 
in the federal deficit, expected to 
be $1.2 trillion in 2010. 

Under the plan, companies 
would not be able to write off do- 
mestic expenses for generating 
profits abroad. 

The goal is to reduce the incen- 
tive for U.S. companies to base 
all or part of their operations in 
other countries. 

The current law, Obama said, 
“says you should pay lower taxes 
if you create a job in Bangalore, 
India, than if you create one in 
Buffalo, New York.” 

He said the government also is 
hiring nearly 800 new tax agents 
“to detect and pursue American 
tax evaders abroad.” 

Congress may resist significant 
portions of Obama’s plan.

‘Wardrobe malfunction’ ruling to be revisited

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court on Mon- 
day ordered a federal appeals court to re-examine 
its ruling in favor of CBS Corp. in a legal fight over 
entertainer Janet Jackson’s wardrobe malfunction. 

The high court on Monday directed the 3rd U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Philadelphia to consider 
reinstating the $550,000 fine that the Federal Com- 
munications Commission imposed on CBS over 
Jackson’s breast-baring performance at the 2004 
Super Bowl. 

The order follows the high court ruling last week 
that narrowly upheld the FCC’s policy threatening 
fines against even one-time uses of curse words on 
live television. 

Last year, the appeals court threw out the fine 
against CBS, saying the FCC strayed from its long- 
held approach of applying identical standards to 
words and images when reviewing complaints of 
indecency. 

The appellate court said the incident lasted nine- 
sixteenths of one second and should have been re- 
garded as “fleeting.” The FCC previously deviated 


from its nearly 30-year practice of fining indecent 
broadcast programming only when it was so “per- 
vasive as to amount to ‘shock treatment’ for the au- 
dience,” the court said. 

The FCC appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The case had been put off while the justices dealt 
with a challenge led by Fox Television against the 
FCC’s policy on fleeting expletives.

m Said it will decide whether New York City can 
use federal racketeering, or organized crime, laws to 
sue Internet cigarette sellers for lost tax revenue. 

m Sided with Arthur Andersen LLP, which was 
sued by clients over a tax shelter that was ruled il- 
legal by the Internal Revenue Service.

MEXICO CITY — Mexican 
officials lowered their swine flu 
alert level in the capital on Mon- 
day and said they will allow cafes, 
museums and libraries to reopen 
this week, even as world health of- 
ficials weighed raising their pan- 
demic alert to the highest level. 

Mexican officials declared 
the epidemic to be waning at 
its epicenter, announcing that 
Wednesday will conclude a five- 
day closure of nonessential busi- 
nesses they credit for reducing 
the spread of the new virus. They 
haven’t decided when to reopen 
schools nationwide, saying in- 
spections are necessary before 
students can return to class. 

Global health officials urged 
countries to remain vigilant 
because the outbreak’s spread 
around the world remains in its 
early stages, but there were no 
imminent plans to raise the pan- 
demic alert level. 

Raising the alert level to 6, the 
highest, would mean that a global 
outbreak of swine flu is under way. 
WHO uses the term pandemic to 
refer to geographic spread rather 
than severity. Pandemics aren’t 
necessarily deadly. The past two 
pandemics — in 1957 and 1968 
— were relatively mild.

Air passengers held in Tokyo amid flu scare 


DALLAS — Passengers on an American Airlines flight from Los 
Angeles were detained for several hours in Tokyo after Japanese 
officials suspected one passenger of having swine flu, according to 


the airline. 


The 37 passengers and two flight attendants were released eight 
to 10 hours later when the passenger, a Japanese woman coming 
back from Las Vegas, tested negative for swine flu, American Air- 
lines spokesman Tim Smith said Monday. 

They were on Flight 167, which left Los Angeles on Sunday after- 
noon. Smith said the flight, on a 245-seat 777, was nearly full. 

After arriving, Japanese officials pulled one female passenger 
aside and took her to a hospital for a flu test, while passengers who 
had been seated near her and two flight attendants who worked in 
that part of the plane were sequestered at a hotel, Smith said. 

Smith said none of the passengers displayed flu-like symptoms 
during the flight but that one passenger was pulled aside based on a 
reading from a device intended to measure body heat for fevers.

Group says jailed American 
reporter hospitalized in Iran

CAIRO — The American jour- 
nalist on a hunger strike for two 
weeks to protest her imprison- 
ment in Iran was briefly hospi- 
talized after she intensified her 
fast by refusing to drink water, 
Reporters Without Borders said 
Monday. 

The Press Freedom Group 
said 32-year-old Roxana Saber, 
accused by Iran of spying for 
the U.S., was taken Friday to a 
clinic at Tehran’s Evin prison, 
where she has been held since 
her arrest in January. She was 
released from the clinic within a 
day after again drinking water, 
the group said. 

Saberi’s Iranian-born father, 
who traveled to Iran to seek 


his daughter’s release, said last 
month that she was drinking 
only sweetened water while re- 
fusing food to protest her eight- 
year jail sentence. 

Reporters Without Borders 
said her father, Reza Saberi, told 
the group over the weekend that 
she stopped drinking water after 
Iranian authorities denied she 
was on a hunger strike. 

“So following that, she decided 
to do a complete hunger strike,” 
Soazig Dollet of the Paris-based 
group said. “So she was really 
weak and went to the clinic in- 
side the prison for the day, but 
not more than a day.”

FEARS RISING IN YEMER 


SAN’A, Yemen — The cave tucked in the remote Saudi mountains near the Yemeni border was clearly a way station 
for Islamic militants, Saudi police say, pointing to the stock of guns and ammunition, nooks for holding hostages and 


cameras for filming them. It even had buckets of sugar, rice and flour, as well as boxes of charcoal, candles, pasta and 
beans — supplies for a long stay by al-Qaida fighters moving across the border to prepare attacks in the kingdom. 
The discovery in early April reinforced a growing fear in Saudi Arabia: that Yemen could become another Afghanistan 
right on its doorstep, an out-of-control state where al-Qaida runs free and exports violence into its neighbor. 


The United States shares the Saudis’ fear. Gen. 
David Petraeus, head of the U.S. Central Com- 
mand, told Congress in April that the weakness 
of Yemen’s government provides al-Qaida a safe 
haven and that terror groups could “threaten 
Yemen’s neighbors, especially Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf states.” 

Yemen is the Arab world’s poorest nation — 
and one of its most unstable — making it fertile 
territory for al-Qaida to set up camp. The coun- 
try also is in a strategic location, next door to 
some of the world’s most important oil produc- 
ing nations. 

It also lies just across the Gulf of Aden from 
Somalia, an even more tumultuous nation where 
the U.S. has said militants from the terror net- 
work have been increasing their activity. 

Al-Qaida militants, including fighters return- 
ing from Afghanistan and Iraq, have established 
sanctuaries among a number of Yemeni tribes, 
particularly ones in three provinces bordering 
Saudi Arabia known as the “triangle of evil’ be- 
cause of the heavy militant presence, Yemeni 
authorities say. 

In January, militants announced the creation 
of al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula, a merger 
between the terror network’s Yemeni and Saudi 
branches, led by Naser Abdel-Karim al-Wahishi, 
a Yemeni who was once a close aide to Osama 
bin Laden. 

Over the past year, al-Qaida has been blamed 
for a string of attacks, including an armed as- 
sault in September on the U.S. Embassy in San’a, 
as well as two suicide bombings targeting South 
Korean visitors in March. 

Al-Qaida fighters in the country are believed 
to number in the low hundreds. But the pres- 
ence is strong enough that Yemeni President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh in February pleaded with tribes- 
men in the “triangle of evil” to turn in militants. 

“You are the triangle of good, giving and loyal 
men. Fight terrorism and don’t ignore it,” Saleh 
told tribal members in Mareb province. “Does 
anyone here want to take us back to square 
one? To the days of ignorance, poverty and 
isolation?” 

Yemen, the ancestral home of bin Laden’s fam- 
ily, has long been an al-Qaida stomping ground. 
The country was the scene to one of al-Qaida’s 
most dramatic pre-9/11 attacks, the 2000 suicide 
bombing of the destroyer USS Cole off the Aden 
coast that killed 17 American sailors. 

But the difference now is that rather than just 
carrying out attacks in Yemen, a new genera- 
tion of al-Qaida militants appears to be trying to 
establish a long-term presence here, uniting Ye- 
menis returning from fighting in Iraq and Sau- 
dis fleeing the kingdom’s crackdown. They have 
openly declared their aim to overthrow Saleh for 
his joining Washington’s war on terror. 

Unlike Afghanistan under the Taliban, al-

Qaida doesn’t have a government supporting 
it in Yemen. But it doesn’t necessarily need it. 
Government control is weak over much of the 
mountainous, desert nation. 

Many areas are lawless, weapons are plenti- 
ful, and rampant poverty — which is worsening 
with falling oil prices — makes recruiting mili- 
tants easy. 

Many tribes are disgruntled with the gov- 
ernment, and can be paid to provide havens for 
militants. Abdul-Karim al-Eryani, a political 
adviser to Saleh, says that the miltiants seem to 
be well-funded and that security forces are re- 
luctant to move strongly against them because 
then “it becomes a war between the state and the 
tribes, which is not advisable.” 

Even tribesmen who are not sympathethic to 
al-Qaida are reluctant to hand over militants 
because of the traditional custom of generosity 
toward guests. 

Ji’bil al-Deeman, a tribal leader in Mareb 
— which along with Shabwa and Jof provinces 
make up the “triangle of evil” — says he op- 
poses al-Qaida because its attacks impede badly 
needed development projects. But if a militant 
showed up in his territory, al-Deeman said he 





would just order him out, not alert the police. 

Other tribesmen also deny harboring al- 
Qaida, and blame the government’s failure to 
address poverty for a rise in militancy behind 
recent attacks. Yemen, a country of 22 million 
people more than twice the size of California, 
has a 35 percent unemployment rate and a 50 
percent literacy rate. 

“We have a corruption problem in this coun- 
try, we have a lawlessness problem,” said Mufar- 
reh Buhaih, a tribal chief in Mareb. “We worry 
that this country will turn into another Somalia 
and become a real sanctuary for terrorism.” 

At the same time, the government is caught 
up in other problems — the possibility of a new 
flare-up in a Shiite uprising in the north and ten- 
sions in the south, where separatist sentiment is 
mounting. 

Even in the capital San’a, where government 
control is tight, tensions are palpable. Ran- 
dom checkpoints crop up across the city, with 
troops searching cars and sometimes frisking 
passengers. 

Hotels are putting up fences and installing 
high-tech security devices. New security mea- 
sures have been imposed at the international 
airport, even barring friends and family from 
entering the arrivals terminal to greet imcom- 
ing passengers. 

In the years immediately following the at- 
tacks of Sept. 11, 2001, al-Qaida militants tried 
a direct assault on Saudi Arabia, carrying out a 
string of shootings and bombings against Saudi 
police, foreigners and infrastructure. A heavy 
crackdown largely crushed al-Qaida cells in the 
kingdom. 

Now Saudi Arabia fears al-Qaida is trying 
again, this time through the backdoor via its 
southern neighbor. 

The cave hide-out illustrates the dangers. The 
border, running 800 miles through rough des- 
ert and mountain terrain, is highly porous. That 
makes it easy for militants to enter Saudi Arabia 
or for Saudis to cross into Yemen for a few days 
militant training, then return home. 

In their April raid on the cave, Saudi police 
seized 11 suspected Saudi militants planning 
armed robberies, possibly on banks and shops in 
Saudi Arabia to finance their operations, Saudi 
Interior Ministry spokesman Brig. Gen. Man- 
sour al-Turki said. The cave included nooks set 
up apparently to hold hostages and film them for 
Web videos. 

“The cave was a foothold for al-Qaida,” said 
al-Turki. “It could’ve been used for logisti- 
cal support, as a shelter or a holding area for 
infiltrators.” 

Those arrested at the cave are the most seri- 
ous cell of militants caught so far in southern 
Saudi Arabia because of its “ready-to-execute 
plots, targets and capabilities,” al-Turki said. 
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“There's NO good grief. But this is as close to good grief as we can get. ‘

to grieve 


with aid of Va. school program

STERLING, Va. 
pring break tales floated 
around a table of high 
school boys last month, 
typical stories of anxious 

college decisions, family trips 
and sleeping late. But in each 
story was a gaping hole: a miss- 
ing parent or sibling. 

Counselors at Dominion High 
School in Loudoun County start- 
ed a group this school year, ap- 
parently the only one of its kind 
in the region, for students who 
have lost close relatives. Partici- 
pants say they are surprised by 
how much it has helped. 

“There’s no good grief,” said 
Dominion guidance director 
Kevin Terry. “But this is as close 
to good grief as we can get.” 

Across the country, school 
counselors are experimenting 
with new ways to group students 
to help them through trouble. It’s 
not enough, counselors say, to 





wait for students to come to them 
one by one with concerns. 

“Teenagers tend to feel that no- 
body else has ever gone through 
what they’re going through,” said 
Lynne Linde, president-elect of 
the American Counseling As- 
sociation. ‘““When we do groups, 
we see it works. ... It normalizes 
what they’re feeling.” 

After Dominion — counsel- 
ors realized in the fall that at 
least 20 of their 1,200 students 
were grieving — a higher num- 
ber than they had seen at other 
schools — they wrangled a social 
worker from a local hospice to 
guide discussions. 

They whittled the pool to about 
a dozen they thought would bene- 
fit from a peer group. They found 
a rhythm — 45 minutes to an 
hour a week around a conference 
table in a bright white room at the 
Sterling school, one session for 
boys and one for girls. And they 
started teaching students about 
grief, about relationships and

about handling something many 
people don’t confront until their 
faces are more deeply lined. 

Other schools offer help to 
students whose parents die, but 
a yearlong program such as 
Dominion’s is highly unusual, 
Linde said. No other school in 
the Washington area seems to 
have anything comparable, of- 
ficials say. 

The group wasn’t an easy sell. 

“T really didn’t want to do it,” 
said Scott Everhart, 18, a senior 
whose father died of melanoma 
in his sophomore year. A hospice 
counselor had talked to him be- 


fore his father died, but he said 
the conversation felt forced and 
unhelpful. 

The school group, he said, 
has helped. He is able to talk to 
people who have been through 
something similar. 

“You don’t really talk about 
it with your actual friends,” he 
said. “It’s not like you don’t want 
to talk about it; it’s like they don’t 
want to talk about it.” 

There’s far less of that awk- 
wardness in the grief group, he 
said. And talking about his feel- 
ings at school has helped him 
open up with his mother as well. 


Before, he said, “we would 
talk, but I really wouldn’t talk. ... 
I just didn’t want to put any more 
stress on her. I’ve learned that 
it’s better to talk.” 

His mother notes the change. 

“T think it gave him a vocabu- 
lary and an ability to recognize 
what grief is,” Barbara Everhart 
said. 

Dominion counselors don’t 
know whether the sessions will 
take place next year. Many of the 
participants are graduating, and 
a tight budget makes the coun- 
selors worry that their workload 
next year might not allow it.

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Photo of crash Insensitive 


As an Army nurse, I am not easily 
shocked, but I found the front-page photo as- 
sociated with “Car crashes into royal Dutch 
parade, killing 4” (May 1, Europe edition) 
completely unacceptable for publication. 

The picture depicts an action shot of two 
pedestrians struck by a car, and the photo 
along with the article on Page 11 shows 
several victims receiving first aid from 
bystanders. 

Printing these photos demonstrates utter 
disrespect and insensitivity to the victims’ 
families, loved ones and even the bystand- 
ers of this traumatic event. 

In the front-page photo, the victims ap- 
pear to be a middle-aged man and a young 
girl. Imagine if these were your father, 
brother, husband or daughter, especially if 
they were [among those] reported killed in 
the accident. 

The press makes it a priority to preserve 
the dignity of our wounded and deceased 
servicemembers. Why should civilian vic- 
tims of deliberate trauma deserve any less?

Phrase not in Constitution 


In partial response to “‘Social engineers’ 
on the left” (letter, April 30), I would like to 
point out that nowhere in the Bill of Rights 
or the Constitution does the phrase “sepa- 
ration of church and state” appear. 

The First Amendment states that “Con- 
gress shall make no laws respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof,’ among other rights. 
James Madison, the fourth U.S. president 
and drafter of the first 10 amendments, 
made an entry into his personal papers on 
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Aug. 15, 1789, that his intent in drafting the 
First Amendment was to prevent Congress 
from establishing a religion and enforcing 
the observation of that religion by law. 

The phrase “separation of church and 
state” was used as early as 1802 by Thomas 
Jefferson in a letter he had written to the 
Danbury Baptists. This often-misplaced 
phrase comes, as we think we know it today, 
from several U.S. Supreme Court cases dur- 
ing the mid-20th century. In those cases, 
it was the opinion of the justices that the 
First Amendment should be interpreted as 
a “separation of church and state.” Please 
note the “opinion” part. 

I invite all of those misinformed souls to 
carefully read the Bill of Rights and Con- 
stitution so they may discover that beloved 
phrase is not there.

gross domestic product, and he’s probably 
too optimistic. ... 

Calderon’s government is getting some 
credit for detecting the new virus relatively 
early, for quickly supplying information 
to international health authorities and for 
taking sweeping measures to contain the 
outbreak. ... It’s a performance that’s ... no 
surprise coming from a Mexican president 
with a record of courageously facing the 
country’s problems — [such] as exemplified 
by his frontal attack on the drug trade. ... 

Unfortunately, Calderon has never got- 
ten as much support as he needs from the 
United States.

en tragedy strikes, people are 

\ \) supposed to band together and 

find strength in numbers, right? 

When the well-being of your community 

is threatened, it’s important to look out for 

your neighbors and lend a hand to those in 
need, no? 

Well, that’s what many of us may have 
thought before all the hysteria about the 
looming swine flu pandemic. 

Last week, as public health officials 
braced for what they thought was the 
worst, they were on the verge of prescrib- 
ing something that may seem counterin- 
tuitive to the bleeding hearts among us: If 
you want to stay alive, stay the heck away 
from other people. 

Maybe I’m too sensitive, but every time 
I get the sniffles, I invariably wind up feel- 
ing insulted by someone telling me not to 
get too close to them. I mean, I’m feeling 
lousy and the first thing they tell me is 
“stay away”? Don’t get me wrong. I’m all 
for self-preservation (and I know, I know 
— if I’m sick, I should do everyone a favor 
and go home). But I promise not to sneeze 
on you, and you could at least feign con- 
cern for my well-being. I mean, what if I 
had swine flu or something? 

With all this in mind, I frankly found 
it rather tacky that Argentina, Cuba and 
Peru banned all flights to and from Mexico 
as swine flu spread last week. How do you 
say, “A friend in need is a friend indeed,” 
in Spanish? 

After all the preaching and haranguing 
we receive daily to care for our fellow man 
— from religious figures, politicians, do- 
gooders of all stripes and, of course, our 
mothers — it seems a shame that we’d be 


spreading the message that turning away 
from everyone else is our Key to survival. 

And, at least at the broadest level, it 
just wasn’t true. At the same time that the 
president was explaining how the “horse 
was out of the barn,” we were also told by 
the experts at the World Health Organiza- 
tion that closing borders not only wouldn’t 
stop H1N1, it could cause economic col- 
lapse and possibly add to the flu death 
rate. That’s because during a pandemic, 
we need stuff we can only get from trading 
partners around the world. 

Of course, one way to avoid a virus is 
to stay away from wherever people con- 
gregate. When Vice President Joe Biden 
suggested staying off commercial airlines 
and even subways, his aides scrambled 
to protect the travel industry and tone 
that down after the fact. I know someone 
who’s avoiding the elevator in her student- 
filled apartment building downtown and, 
if more people start to get sick, we could 
be advised to stay six feet away from one 
another in public. According to news sto- 
ries, health officials in every state have 
submitted emergency plans to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. They 
all contain some form of what is politely 
called “social distancing strategies.” 

In Mexico City, the plans are already in 
effect: The Zocalo is empty, the schools and 
churches and movie theaters are closed, 
and Mexicans have been admonished to 
stop kissing each other on the cheeks when 
they greet. 

That’s all well and good in the short run. 
But my fear is that long after this flu is 
forgotten, millions of Mexicans will still 
not resort to that rather lovely way of say- 
ing hello. This could be the cultural mo- 
ment that turns our touchy-feely southern 
neighbors into chillier types who hail from 


northern latitudes. 

But it’s not just about social niceties. The 
distrust in others that such crises breed 
can influence cultures in the long term. 

A decade ago, in a misguided adventure, 
I hopped on a ship in Cape Town, South 
Africa, bound for Tristan da Cunha, which 
has a claim on being the most remote in- 
habited island on Earth. When I got to this 
tiny paradise (population 271) seven long 
and queasy days later, I was stunned to 
find myself essentially shunned; the lo- 
cals wanted nothing to do with me. What a 
warm welcome! 

Isolated as they are in the middle of the 
Atlantic, these folks, particularly the old 
people, had little immunity to whatever in- 





fections or viruses I might have been car- 
rying. You could see that they’d developed 
a hearty distrust of outsiders because out- 
siders literally made them sick. 

I’d like to think that every crisis leaves 
us with some sort of life lesson. After 9/11, 
I renewed my commitment to only live in 
cities with no worthy targets for symbol- 
obsessed terrorists. Hurricane Katrina 
taught us that not all disasters are respond- 
ed to equally. Now, with a nod to Jean-Paul 
Sartre, the swine flu scare has almost con- 
vinced me of something I never had the 
heart to admit: Hell is other people.

Make excellence determining factor in court pick

ith the expected departure next 

\ X month of the most unlikely of Su- 

preme Court justices in modern 

memory, the Senate is primed for one of 

those historic confirmation battles that 

have marred the process for more than 

four decades, ever since Associate Justice 

Abraham Fortas was denied elevation to 
the chief judgeship of the United States. 

But whomever President Barack Obama 
nominates to replace retiring Justice 
David Souter, the chances are good the 
nominee won’t face what some others have. 
The numbers for Republicans just aren’t 
there to prolong the confirmation and un- 
less Obama picks a high-risk candidate 
from far out left field, the process should 
be comparatively easy. But that is said with 
the realization that in these crucial matters 
anything can come up. 

The main reason President George 
H.W. Bush selected Souter back in 1990 
had nothing to do with what he had done 
but with what he hadn’t. He was, as one 
observer at the time remarked, a blank 
sheet of paper, so antiseptic that no debili- 
tating germs, ideological or personal, had 
attached themselves to him. An admitted 
social recluse who had served for a time on 
the New Hampshire Supreme Court and 
a couple of months as a federal appeals 
court jurist, he was the perfect candidate 
to avoid the battles that had become the 
Senate norm and often carried out in the 
living color of television. 

Bush told his fellow Republicans that 
the Harvard-educated New Englander 
was truly a conservative despite the lack 
of evidence to back that up and the party’s 
right-oriented base accepted the assur- 


ances only to become increasingly agi- 
tated as Souter became a solid member of 
the court’s liberal bloc especially on social 
issues. It wasn’t the first time the Senate 
had been ideologically hornswoggled. Lib- 
erals took it on the chin when they voted 
for President John F. Kennedy’s nominee, 
Byron White, on the premise he was one of 
them only to find out he was anything but. 
The early betting on the next nominee 
has been pretty much limited to the choice 
being a woman because there is now only 
one on the court, Ruth Bader Ginsburg, 
and she has been in a battle with cancer. 
That, of course, would reduce the field to 
a point of ridiculousness considering that 
it would cut out the entire male population 
no matter their race, creed or qualifica- 
tions. It was just as silly as denying a seat 
to women before Ronald Reagan tipped his 
hat to Sandra Day O’Connor, who became 


one of the most respected associate justices 
of the 20th century. 

One would hope that Obama would look 
beyond the recent practice of basing the 
choice on such narrow considerations as 
race, ethnicity or gender and just seek the 
person he believes is the most qualified to 
sit in judgment of the vital issues of the day, 
especially someone who has had to deal 
with life’s many problems and understands 
them. 

Souter certainly was not one of those. 
He has maintained a lifestyle that included 
only limited experience in the day-to-day 
problems that affect most Americans yet 
over which he was asked to pronounce 
ultimate resolution. He has no wife or ap- 
parent love interest, no children, no home 
mortgage, no money problems, no next of 
kin to bug him — only a weathered house 
in the woods where he can now commune 


with nature to his heart’s content. There is 
nothing wrong with that except that such 
a sterile existence hardly prepares one for 
the nation’s top court. 

A senator once argued the case of a quite 
ordinary nominee who ultimately failed by 
noting that “mediocre” Americans needed 
representation on the Supreme Court, too. 
Actually, that is a quota policy that in the 
past has been too often the case. The presi- 
dent is expected to choose someone who 
matches his own philosophical leanings. 
Hopefully that person also will be the most 
qualified, woman or man. No one should 
care about much else. 

Sadly, over the years some of the best 
candidates have been overlooked because 
of considerations that had nothing to do 
with excellence.

~ predict busy season 


I BOISE — Federal fire 

managers predict relent- 
less drought and low snowpack in 
northern California will bring a 
busy wildfire season this summer, 
a troubling outlook for a region 
that got scorched last year. 

The National Interagency Fire 
Center, headquartered in Boise, 
released a 2009 Wildland Fire 
Outlook on also forecasting above 
normal fire activity in north-cen- 
tral Washington, southern Arizo- 
na and southern New Mexico. 

In northern California, where 
nearly 1 million acres burned last 
year, the report says a dry spring 
is expected to exacerbate several 
years of drought and bring on an 
early wildfire season. 

The potential for significant 
fire activity is expected to begin 
in northern California in May 
and increase from June through 
August, the report says. The fire 
center defines “significant fire 
potential” as a wildfire likely to 
require help from outside the re- 
gion where the blaze started.

Blind man dies in fall 
down elevator shaft 


NEW YORK — Police are 

investigating the death of 
a blind man who fell to his death 
in an elevator shaft inside his New 
York City apartment building.

Great Lakes’ water level 
is OK, study indicates 


DETROIT — _ Lakes 

Huron and Michigan are 
not losing an unnaturally high 
volume of water to Lake Erie, and 
there is no need to place barriers 
in the St. Clair River to stem the 
outflow as a Canadian group is de- 
manding, according to a recently 
released engineering study. 

A draft report prepared for the 
International Joint Commission, 
which advises the U.S. and Cana- 
dian governments on Great Lakes 
issues, acknowledges that roughly 
4.6 billion gallons more than nor- 
mal escaped daily from Lake 
Huron in the mid-to-late 1980s. 

But the excess was due to natu- 
ral causes, including a 1984 ice 
jam that was the biggest on record 
in the St. Clair River, instead of 
dredging and other man-made al- 
terations as claimed by the Geor- 
gian Bay Association, the report 
says.

Authorities alleged that Gelder- 
loos was an organizer of a squat- 
ters’ rights protest in a public 
plaza that created a panic among 
tourists. Gelderloos countered that 
he was a mere bystander. 

Now, after being forced to stay 
in Spain, Gelderloos is fighting a 
deportation bid by that country’s 
government.

Heading home with momentum 


Blackhawks carry home-ice advantage back to Chicago

CHICAGO — The young Chi- 
cago Blackhawks wrested home- 
ice advantage away from the 
Vancouver Canucks with speed, 
resiliency and a relentless attack 
that produced five unanswered 
scores against one of the NHL’s 
top goaltenders. 

Chicago’s ability to use long 
breakout passes helped the of- 
fense get moving. And moving is 
what the Blackhawks do best, a 
young team with skilled and quick 
skaters who’ve also been able to 
create a crowd at the crease. 

“That’s one of our strengths 
— it’s been one of our strengths 
all year — is our team speed and 
we feel like we have the ability to 
use it and when we are using it, 
we can carry the pace and push 
the pace of the play and make it 
tough on teams,” Chicago’s Adam 
Burish said. “When we do that 
and our ‘D’ is active, we come in 
waves.” 

That’s what they did Saturday 
night in a 6-3 victory over the Ca- 
nucks that tied the Western Con- 
ference semifinals at 1-1. Games 
3 and 4 are Tuesday and Thurs- 
day in Chicago. 

Trailing 2-0 after two power- 
play goals by Vancouver, the 
Blackhawks regrouped with a 
rush in the second period. Short- 
ly after a spectacular diving stick 





save by Roberto Luongo against 
Ben Eager, the Blackhawks took 
off. They scored three times in 
the period — with the go-ahead 
score coming short-handed. 

Dave Bolland broke free as the 
Canucks were on a power play, 
gloved a high clearing attempt 
from defenseman Duncan Keith 
and then went in and deked Lu- 
ongo to make it 3-2. 

“Tt’s just a product of our for- 
wards getting open and our de- 
fense recognizing it,” Blackhawks 
defenseman Brent Seabrook said. 

“We’ve got some very capable

there and having that look and 
that pass has really helped us.” 

And as Vancouver tries to make 
adjustments and find a way to win 
in Chicago, the Canucks could be 
without versatile defenseman 
Sami Salo. He left the ice after 
scoring Vancouver’s first goal 
Saturday night with a lower-body 
injury. 

Salo didn’t fly to Chicago on 
Sunday with the team, staying be- 
hind in Vancouver for treatment. 
His availability for Game 3 wasn’t 
known. Center Ryan Johnson was 


on the flight and was expected to 
play after an injury scare block- 
ing a late shot. 

Vancouver Knows it has to slow 
Chicago and be steadier with the 
puck and its defense. 

“They’re a good team. They 
can score in bunches,” Vancou- 
ver defenseman Kevin Bieksa 
said Sunday. 

“We let off the gas in the second 
period there, had a couple goals 
we'd like to have back with de- 
fensive zone coverages and stuff 
like that. We didn’t play our best 
hockey but you’re not going to win 
every game in the playoffs.” 

Chicago goalie Nikolai Khabib- 
ulin got his first victory over 
Vancouver since 1998. He’d been 
0-11-1 since that victory 11 years 
ago. 

“Getting this win was huge for 
him and huge for the team for 
sure, but I think huge for him on 
a personal level, just to get over 
that hump and realize that we can 
beat them and Khab1i is a guy that 
can get us there,” Seabrook said. 

The Hawks, meanwhile, were 
able to solve Luongo — at least for 
one night. It was Vancouver’s first 
loss in these playoffs after sweep- 
ing St. Louis in the first round. 

“Sometimes you have one of 
those games as a team,” Luongo 
said. “We’ve been playing really 
well for a while, so we just have 
to forget about it and get ready for 
Tuesday.” 


Ward, 'Canes shut out Bruins in Game 2

BOSTON — The “desperate” Boston Bruins 
kept firing shots at Cam Ward. The “rock” of 
the Carolina Hurricanes kept stopping them. 

The playoff MVP in Carolina’s 2006 Stan- 
ley Cup victory, Ward turned aside 36 shots 
for his second shutout in his last four playoff 
games and the Hurricanes won 3-0 Sunday 
night for a split of the first two games. 

“He’s our rock,” Eric Staal said. “He needs 
to play well every night for us to have a shot 
and he did.” 

It was a description that was confirmed to 
coach Paul Maurice — very loudly — on a shot 
in the third period that Ward knocked away 
with his pad. 

“T didn’t expect to hear that sound,” Mau- 
rice said. “It came off that pad hard, so that’s 
a glimpse of how good he is.” 

Joe Corvo, Matt Cullen and Staal, on an 
empty-net goal with 28 seconds left, scored for 
the Hurricanes, who will be home for Games 
3 and 4 Wednesday and Friday nights. 

They also split their first two games of the 
first round at New Jersey, then lost the next 
game at home in overtime to the Devils. 

“We’re looking to learn our lessons because 
we felt this good going back to Game 3 with 
New Jersey,” Maurice said. “[The Bruins] 
are going to come in, in some ways without 
the pressure of playing at home and being 
creative.” 

There was plenty of pressure when they 
began the third period trailing 2-0. 

“We played really good in the third period,” 
Boston captain Zdeno Chara. “We were really 
desperate to score a goal.” 


He played a part in putting the Bruins in 
that predicament. 

The Bruins got the man advantage with 6:24 
gone in the second period when Joni Pitkanen 
was sent off for elbowing. Chara, a finalist for 
the Norris Trophy as the NHL's best defense- 
man, passed the puck toward Dennis Wideman 
at the right point, but Chad LaRose stepped 
between them and stole it. 

He raced down the left side, skated behind 
the net and fed the puck out front to Cullen, 
who snapped a one-timer past Thomas. 

The Bruins were the last unbeaten team in 
the playoffs after Detroit lost to Anaheim 4-3 
in triple overtime Sunday. Boston goalie Tim 
Thomas’ winning streak ended at 11 games, 
including the last six of the regular season. 

“Tt’s our first loss in the playoffs,’ Thomas 
said. ‘““We’ve been practicing the not-too-high 
part, but now we get to practice the not-too- 
low part.” 

Ward preserved his shutout with 6:37 left 
when Michael Ryder pounced on a loose puck 
in front of the net. Ward flashed his left pad 
out to stop the shot then made a save after 
Wideman got the rebound. 

“T felt confident,’ Ward said. “TI felt like I 
was seeing (the puck) really well and I was 
containing the rebounds.” 

The Hurricanes nearly made it 3-0 with less 
than 3 seconds left in the second period when 
LaRose’s shot from the inside edge of the left 
circle beat Thomas to the far side. The puck 
ricocheted from the post along the goal line. 
An official signaled that it hadn’t crossed the 
goal line, a call that stood after a long video 
review. 

Ward’s first playoff shutout of the year came 
in a 4-0 win in Game 6 against New Jersey.

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Mine That Bird to run 
in Preakness Stakes 
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Derby winner to try for second jewel

BALTIMORE — Mine That Bird is 
headed to the Preakness. 

The trainer of the gelding who won the 
Kentucky Derby at 50-1 odds said his horse 
will run in the May 16 Preakness at Pim- 
lico, the second leg of the Triple Crown. 

“I’ve never been to Baltimore, but it 
looks like I won’t be able to say that in a 
few days,” trainer Bennie Woolley Jr. said 
Monday. 

Woolley said the horse will remain at 
Churchill Downs in Louisville at least until 
May 12 before shipping to Baltimore. He 
jogged a mile on Monday and will have 
light jogs each of the next two days. 

Woolley said there are no plans for the 
horse to have a full workout before the 
race. 

Mine That Bird, ridden by Calvin Borel, 
won the Derby by 6!/2 lengths over Pio- 
neerof the Nile — the largest margin of 
victory since Assault in 1946. 

On Sunday, a day after the big upset, 
Woolley said there’s “no obligation” to go 


to the Preakness and added: “You’ve got to 
do what’s best for the horse and the horse 
has got to come first.” 

And the horse has given every indication 
he came out of the race in good order. 

“The Triple Crown is good for racing, 
and without the Derby winner, there is no 
chance to have one,” he said. 

The last Derby winner to skip the Preak- 
ness was Grindstone, who was injured, in 
1996. The last healthy Derby winner to 
miss it was Spend A Buck in 1985. 

Other Derby horses expected to take on 
Mine That Bird are fourth-place finisher 
Papa Clem and possibly Pioneerof the Nile, 
third-place Musket Man, Join in the Dance 
(seventh) and General Quarters (10th). 

Potential newcomers include Delta Jack- 
pot winner Big Drama, Withers winner 
Mr. Fantasy, Take the Points and Miner’s 
Escape. 

The Preakness is limited to 14 starters. 

The big question, of course, is whether 
Mine That Bird can win the Preakness 
and set up a Triple Crown attempt in the 
Belmont Stakes on June 6. The last Triple

Crown winner was Affirmed in 1978. 
Borel said he’ll be more than happy to 
take a shot. 
“He’s plenty of horse,” he said. 
Pioneerof the Nile’s trainer, Bob Baffert, 
had some advice for Woolley and owners 
Mark Allen and Leonard Blach on Sunday: 
If Mine That Bird is OK, go for it. 


“This is a dream of a lifetime,” Baffert 
said. “I hope he comes out of it well and 
they go and maybe he’s for real. We’re 
going to find out.” 

Last year, Big Brown won the Derby and 
the Preakness, but finished last in the Bel- 
mont after being pulled up on the turn for 
home. 


Kyle Busch sets goal of 200

RICHMOND, Va. — Kyle 
Busch raised a few eyebrows 
when he casually mentioned he’d 
like to collect 200 victories in his 
NASCAR career. 

That’s a mighty big number, 
associated only with Richard 
Petty’s unreachable record of 200 
Cup Series victories. It was once 
thought Jeff Gordon might chal- 
lenge the mark, but he fell off the 
pace long ago and currently has 
82. 

But if Busch is flexible with 
the goal he revealed before this 
season, he’s got a shot at reaching 
Petty’s mark. 

With an asterisk, that is. 

Busch’s victory Saturday night 
at Richmond International Race- 
way was the SOth of his career 
spanning NASCAR’s top three 
series. It came on his 24th birth- 
day, and Busch believes he could 
reach 200 NASCAR victories if 
he maintains his desire to race in 
every event possible. 

“But I know the older I get Ill 
start slowing down some way,” 
he said. “Hopefully I can achieve 
that goal. It would be sure nice to 
get that. I know it’s not 200 Cup 
victories like Richard Petty has, 
but it will still be a phenomenal 
mark for me.” 

It’s amark few thought he could 
ever reach just two years ago. His 
talent level has never been ques- 
tioned, but there’s a reason Busch 
has often been called “Wild 
Thing.” 

He was ready for NASCAR 
when he was just 16, but an age 
minimum sent him back to the 
sidelines for a two-year wait.

Once admitted to the big leagues, 
he came full of unbridled de- 
sire, fearlessness and a lack of 
maturity. 

Busch pushed his cars beyond 
the limit, taking risks that often 
ended in a wad of crumpled sheet 
metal. He pouted when he didn’t 


win and threw temper tantrums 
when things went against him. 
Team owner Rick Hendrick tried 
to tame the wild child, but finally 
cut him loose at the end of the 
2007 season to make room for 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. 

So Joe Gibbs Racing snapped 


him up, and Busch has steam- 
rolled his way through NASCAR 
since. He won 21 races last sea- 
son spanning the Sprint Cup, Na- 
tionwide and Truck Series. 

His pace has slowed a bit this 
season — partly because of a 
monthlong slump he brought into 
Richmond — but he’s only strug- 
gling by his own lofty standards. 
He now has eight victories on the 
year: A series-leading three in 
both Cup and Nationwide, and a 
series-leading two in the trucks. 

“He’s pretty good,” said Jeff 
Burton, who finished third Satur- 
day night. “You are what your re- 
cord says you are. I just saw that 
stat most wins before the age of 
25 and that’s pretty impressive. 
Everything he sits in, he goes fast 
in. That’s a sign of a really good 
race car driver.” 

Busch is also one of NASCAR’s 
best at capitalizing on momen- 
tum, which he now takes into Dar- 
lington Raceway as the defending 
race winner. He tends to knock 
down victories in bunches, each 
one nudging him closer to a feel- 
ing of invincibility. When he gets 
on a roll, the competition knows 
Busch is tough to beat. 

“When you’ve got that con- 
fidence going, it carries a long 
way,” said Tony Stewart, who 
spent one year as Busch’s team- 
mate with Gibbs. “I know what 
he’s been driving ... [but] we all 
drive for good race teams and we 
all have good equipment. There’s 
just guys that got that momentum 
on their side and got that confi- 
dence, that little extra that you 
need to be on top right now.” 

Busch is not immune to set- 
backs, and spent the last month 
trying to recapture his mojo. A

week after winning at Bristol, he 
wasn’t competitive in Martins- 
ville and finished 24th. Driver 
error put him two laps down in 
Texas, where he finished 18th. 
He was flagged for speeding off 
pit road on the final stop at Phoe- 
nix, dropping him from conten- 
tion to 17th, and appeared to have 
the car to beat last week at Talla- 
dega until a late accident left him 
25th. 

A month without winning is 
enough to drive Busch mad. 

“Four or five weeks does feel 
like an eternity, and that was 
bad,” he said. “We didn’t like it 
at all. At least just not finishing 
well.” 

But crew chief Steve Adding- 
ton says the team learned a les- 
son last season, when it collected 
all its victories early and then 
faltered when the Chase for the 
championship began. Busch led 
the point standings most of the 
year and started the Chase at the 
top, only to finish 10th after two 
bad races broke his spirit. 

With a NASCAR ban on testing 
this season, Addington needs to 
try new things to prepare for the 
10-race push to the title. They’ll 
forgo meaningless early season 
victories if it means being stron- 
ger when it counts. 

“We’re trying to be better and 
trying different things to get bet- 
ter as the season goes on,” Add- 
ington said. “I think that we’re 
headed in a good direction. We 
got to give up something. Last 
year’s deal, it was just unaccept- 
able. We’ve got to get better all 
year long and that’s what we’re 
working on.”

Dodgers’ 10-for-10 
at home a record

LOS ANGELES — The Los 
Angeles Dodgers are a perfect 10 
— at home, anyway. 

Sunday’s 7-3 victory over San 
Diego broke a 63-year-old fran- 
chise record for consecutive home 
victories from the beginning of a 
season. The 1946 Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers started out 9-0 at Ebbets Field 
under Leo Durocher, back when 
current manager Joe Torre was 5 
years old and growing up on Ave- 
nue T in the Marine Park section 
of the borough. 

“It always feels good to be a 
part of history,” second baseman 
Orlando Hudson said. “Right now, 
things are going good at home. 
But this is an up-and-down game, 
and we know things can change 
in a matter of moments. So you 
have to ride the wave.” 

Fortunately, the fans at Chavez 
Ravine have been too busy giving 
standing ovations and eliciting 
curtain calls from the players to 
think about doing the wave. The 
Dodgers have scored at least 
seven runs in six of their home 
games. The other four have been 
decided by one run, including 1-0 
and 2-1 walkoff victories on Fri- 
day and Saturday nights. 

The Dodgers’ season-opening 
streak at home is the longest by 
an NL team since 1983, when 
Torre’s Atlanta Braves won their 
first 10 games at Fulton County 
Stadium to tie the modern NL 
record shared by the 1918 New 
York Giants and 1970 Chicago 
Cubs. The major league record is 
12 by the 1911 Detroit Tigers. 

The Arizona Diamondbacks 
(11-14) invade Los Angeles for a 
two-game series beginning Mon- 
day night, followed by another 
two-game set with the Wash- 
ington Nationals (6-17). All they 
have to do is beat Doug Davis, 
Max Scherzer and Jordan Zim- 
mermann to have the record all 
to themselves. 

“We’re supposed to win at 
home. This is our field,” right- 
hander Chad Billingsley said 
after improving to 5-0 in six 
starts. “When you’re sitting on 
the bench, you can see the inten- 


sity of the crowd. That makes a 
huge difference for us.” 

Hudson, who set the tone in the 
home opener by hitting for the 
cycle, drove in three runs Sunday 
with two doubles. He’s batting 
.336 with three homers and 15 
RBIs. The three-time Gold Glove 
second baseman has committed 
only one error, and is the only 
player on the team to start every 
game in the field. 

“Hudson’s been huge for us, 
when you consider how late we 
signed him in the spring (Feb. 
22). And to have that kind of an 
addition that late was really a big 
lift for everybody,” Torre said. 

“At that time we didn’t know if 
he was going to be healthy enough 
to start the season. But he worked 
hard in spring training, and he 
hasn’t looked back. I talked to 
him today about an off-day and 
he kept shaking his head.” 

Torre’s defending NL West 
champions lead the majors with 
an 18-8 record, their best overall 
record since 1984. They are only 
8-8 on the road, but won’t have to 
deal with that part of the equation 
again for another seven games. 

Billingsley allowed two runs 
and four hits in seven innings 
and struck out eight. He escaped 
a bases-loaded jam in the sixth 
by striking out Nick Hundley on 
three pitches, and hit an RBI sin- 
gle during the Dodgers’ four-run 
sixth. 

Brian Giles and Jody Gerut 
homered for the Padres, who 
have dropped 11 of 13 overall 
after opening 9-3. Chad Gaudin 
(0-1) was charged with six runs 
and eight hits in 52/3 innings. 

Giants 1, Rockies O (10): At 
San Francisco, Rich Aurilia hit 
an RBI single in the 10th inning 
to beat Colorado. Backup catcher 
Steve Holm drew a leadoff walk 
from Manny Corpas (0-2), moved 
up on a Sacrifice by Randy Winn 
and easily scored on Aurilia’s 
third game-ending hit of his 14- 
year career. 

Barry Zito gave up two hits 
in seven innings for the Giants 
and set down 15 straight batters. 
Jason Hammel pitched six in- 
nings for the Rockies.

SEATTLE — Jose Lopez ended 
a long afternoon with a short fly 
ball. 

Lopez blooped an RBI single 
in the 15th inning and the Seat- 
tle Mariners, after pulling off a 
pair of late rallies, beat the Oak- 
land Athletics 8-7 Sunday in the 
longest game in the majors this 
season.

“Even when we were down 
three, we kept fighting,” Seattle’s 
Mike Sweeney said.

And we did exactly that.” 

Franklin Gutierrez opened the 
15th with a soft single off Eve- 
land, who started Friday night 
and pitched 47/3; innings. Yuni- 
esky Betancourt followed with a 
sacrifice bunt that Eveland threw 
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wildly into center field, putting 
runners at second and third. 

Suzuki was intentionally 
walked to set up Lopez with the 
bases loaded. He lifted a shal- 
low fly, but center fielder Rajai 
Davis broke back on the ball and 
couldn’t recover in time. 

“There is not too much pres- 
sure in that — bases loaded, no- 
body out,” Lopez said. 

Lopez had a chance to win it 
in the 13th after Suzuki’s tying 
single, but he fouled out with run- 
ners at the corners. 

Jason Vargas (1-0), called up 
Saturday from Triple-A Tacoma, 
won it in his first big league ap- 
pearance since July 3, 2007 with 
the New York Mets.

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Bulls positive, but facing big decisions

DEERFIELD, Ill. — The morning after 
the incredible first-round series, Joakim 
Noah couldn’t believe the applause he 
heard when he wandered into a restaurant 
for breakfast. 

“Tt was crazy,” he said. 

Imagine the roar had the Chicago Bulls 
actually won Game 7 Saturday at Boston. 

While pushing the defending champions 
to a league-record four overtime games, 
winning one in triple OT and another in 
double OT, the Bulls certainly captured 
the imagination even if their season ended 
with a comparatively dull 109-99 loss. 

With rookie of the year Derrick Rose 
leading the way, the future looks promis- 
ing for a franchise that was in disarray 
last summer. The arrival of Rose with the 
No. 1 draft pick, the midseason trade that 
brought John Salmons and Brad Miller 
from Sacramento, and a late run lifted the 
Bulls to a 41-41 record and the Eastern 
Conference’s seventh seed in their first 
season under coach Vinny Del Negro. 

Now, there are decisions to be made. 

The biggest involves Ben Gordon — and 
it’s not entirely management’s to make. 

The team’s leading scorer the past four 
years is an unrestricted free agent. And 
although he would like to return, Gordon 
pointed out that he’s had better luck con- 
verting jumpers than sealing longterm 
deals.

He is 0-for-2 in contract negotiations the 
past two summers. 

“TI know what I have here,” Gordon said. 
“T love all my teammates. I love this city. 
So I definitely, in an ideal world, would like 


to be back here. That’s the way I felt the 
last two summers and [a longterm con- 
tract] hasn’t happened.” 

His teammates would like to have him 
back. So would his coach. 

“Absolutely,” Del Negro said. “Ben’s 
been fantastic. Ben’s a pro.” 

Added Luol Deng: “I love playing with 
Ben.” 

As a restricted free agent last summer, 
Gordon found few options and accepted the 
Bulls’ $6.4 million tender offer just before 
the deadline in early October. The market 
could be slow again, with only a handful 
of teams having cap room and LeBron 
James, Dwyane Wade and Chris Bosh pos- 
sibly hitting the market in 2010. 

“Well, you only need one team, right?” 
Gordon said. 

Whether Gordon helped his stock in the 
playoffs is open to debate. Sure, he aver- 
aged 24.3 points, scored 42 in Game 2 and 
hit the tying three-pointer to force double- 
overtime in Game 4, which Chicago won. 
But he also shot about 39 percent in the 
series. 

While acknowledging money will “have 
a large part to do” with where he winds 
up, Gordon said his role will not. He said 
he’s more concerned about contending for 
a championship than starting versus com- 
ing off the bench. 

If Gordon re-signs and the rest of the 
backcourt returns, there could be a crowd 
— particularly if Deng is healthy after 
missing the final two months with a stress 


fracture in his right tibia. That might mean 
more time at shooting guard for Salmons, 
who was arguably the Bulls’ best player 
after the trade despite a strained left groin, 
and that could cut into playing time for 
Gordon and Kirk Hinrich. 

It could also give Chicago depth and 
versatility. 

Either way, the Bulls are certainly in a 
better place than they were a year ago. 

They went from 49 victories in 2007 to 
49 losses last season. But there’s optimism 
now after Rose’s stunning debut, the matu- 
ration of Noah and Tyrus Thomas and that 
edge-of-your-seats series against Boston. 

The young big men both came on down 
the stretch and were big factors in the play- 
offs, with Noah averaging 10.1 points and 
13.1 rebounds against Boston and Thomas 
contributing 9.6 and 6.3 while blocking just 
under three shots per game. 

Rose looked like a star from the opening 
tip. 

A Chicago native and top pick in the draft, 
he led the league’s rookies with 6.3 assists 
per game while averaging 16.8 points and 
establishing himself as the franchise’s first 
true cornerstone since Michael Jordan. 
While his to-do list this summer isn’t long, 
it’s not blank, either. He needs to improve 
his defense and jumper, get a better handle 
on when to attack and defer. 

“He’s 20 years old, was rookie of the 
year,” Del Negro said. “He’s had a fantas- 
tic season. He’s only going to improve with 
his work ethic.”

Nuggets rout Mavs in opener

DENVER — If not for Nene’s 
breakout first half, Carmelo An- 
thony’s fourth-quarter fireworks 
and Anthony Carter’s defensive 
deftness wouldn’t have mattered 
much. 

Nene Kept Denver in it until his 
teammates could turn this one 
into another laugher, scoring 18 of 
his playoff career-high 24 points 
in the first half of the Nuggets’ 
109-95 rout of the Dallas Maver- 
icks on Sunday in the opener of 
their second-round series. 

‘’Melo in foul trouble and kind 
of searching for an offensive con- 
fidence, we got it from Nene,” 
Nuggets coach George Karl said. 
“The balance of our team has 
quietly been a strength of who 
we are. In the second half ’Melo 
got into the game, J.R. (Smith) 
jumped into the game and our de- 
fense was fantastic.” 

Nene, who beat testicular can- 
cer last year, played more min- 
utes than ever this season and 
over the last month he really hit 
a wall. In the Nuggets’ five-game 
dispatch of New Orleans in the 
first round, he averaged 9.0 points 
and 7.8 rebounds. 

His fantastic first half saved 
the Nuggets, who poured it on the 
second half thanks to 20 Dallas 
turnovers, eight by Jason Kidd, 
who turned over the ball just 
three times in the first round. 

“Offensively, we were good,” 
Karl said, “but defensively we 
were really good.” 

Thanks to their stifling de- 
fense, the Nuggets outscored the 


Mavericks 29-4 on fast breaks, 
but the disparity that really both- 
ered Dallas coach Rick Carlisle 
was the 36-13 advantage Denver 
had at the line. 

“We’re going to have to raise 
our level of aggression if that’s 
what’s going to get us to the free 
throw line,” said Carlisle, who 
was particularly bothered that 
Dirk Nowitzki took just four foul 
shots plus a technical free throw. 

“T’ll look at that closely, and if 
the referees were right they were 
right. But he’s being played very 
physically, away from the floor 
where the rules are different than 
in post play,” Carlisle said. “We’ll 
look at it and if there’s a complaint 
to be made we’ll talk to the league 
about it.” 

Anthony found it funny that the 
Maverickss were complaining 
about whistles because he was in 
early foul trouble for what he con- 
sidered questionable calls. 

“Foul trouble didn’t bother him, 
it didn’t freak him out, it didn’t 
take him to a dark side that we 
had to worry about,” Karl said. 
“He trusted the team, the team 
did great and he came out in the 
second half and was a leader for 
us. 

“His maturity, his mental in- 
volvement now is team and not 
individual ... I don’t know who’s 
given him that wisdom. Is it 
Chauncey (Billups)? Is it a gold 
medal? Is it the coaching staff? 
I don’t care, I think he’s doing a 
fantastic job.” 

Anthony scored 14 of his 23 
points in the fourth quarter, in- 
cluding a dunk off Smith’s be- 


hind-the-back assist that rocked 
the arena. 

Nowitzki led Dallas with 28 
points and 10 boards, and Josh 
Howard, Kidd and Jason Terry 
each scored 15. 

Game 2 is Tuesday night at the 
Pepsi Center, where the Nuggets 
have won 14 straight. 

The Nuggets led 82-80 when 
they iced it with a 15-4 run. It 
began with two free throws and 
a bucket from Chris Andersen, 
who blocked six shots, and two 
fouls shots and a jumper from 
Anthony. 

From there on, it was the brand 
of basketball the Nuggets have 
been playing all season, with 
Billups and Carter taking turns 
leading the way at both ends of 
the floor. 

“That’s how we win,” Billups 
said. “We win with our numbers 
and not just one or two guys hav- 
ing big nights.” 

Nowitzki, who scored 13 of the 
Mavericks’ first 17 points, was 
thrown to the floor by Kenyon 
Martin in the first quarter and 
didn’t get an open look the rest of 
the day. 

“T felt like in the first quarter 
I had some good looks there and 
after that, they really made me 
work for everything I got,” Nowit- 
zki said. 

In the first half, Erick Dampier 
turned his left ankle and Howard, 
who missed two 11-game stretch- 
es this season with a bum left 
ankle, turned his right one. 

“T can’t avoid injuries,’ How- 
ard said. “Right now I could get 
hurt walking off a plane.”

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O’Hair gets redemption at Quail Hollow

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Tiger 
Woods was the last person Sean 
O’Hair wanted to see. 

It was Monday of Masters 
week at Augusta, Ga., just eight 
days after O’Hair squandered a 
five-shot lead and watched the 
world’s No. 1 player celebrate at 
his expense. 

“T was playing a practice round 
and I saw Tiger, and he looked 
over and I kind of nodded, and 
he said something. And I’m like, 
‘That son of a (gun),’” O’ Hair said 
with a laugh. 

It was a reminder of everything 
that had gone wrong at Bay Hill. 

They ran into each other again 
Sunday evening in the Quail Hol- 
low Championship, the circum- 
stances entirely different. 

With a dozen players in con- 
tention on a course that felt like 
a major, O’Hair was the only one 
in the final nine groups to break 
70. As one player after another 
failed to capitalize on birdie 
chances, O’Hair came through 
with a tough two-putt birdie from 
70 feet on the 15th hole, followed 
by an 8-iron to 8 feet for birdie on 
the 16th. 

That enabled him to close with 
two bogeys on the two toughest 
holes at Quail Hollow, giving him 
a 3-under 69. It held up for a one- 
shot victory when Lucas Glover’s 
birdie chip from behind the 18th 
green trailed off to the left. 

Woods was still outside the 
clubhouse when he saw O’Hair, 
enough time for a quick embrace 
and to offer congratulations.

“It was cool that he came up 
and did that,” O’Hair said. 

This was a reminder of how far 
O’Hair has come in such a short 
time. 

Five weeks after that collapse, 
the 26-year-old was determined 
to keep putting himself into con- 
tention on the back nine Sunday 
until he figured out how to win 
down the stretch. 


The time came Sunday at Quail 
Hollow. 

O’Hair rallied from a three- 
shot deficit for a one-shot victory 
over Glover (71) and Bubba Wat- 
son (70), with Woods in his rear- 
view mirror throughout the back 
nine. 

Woods finished with 10 straight 
pars, including a three-putt from 
25 feet after driving the par-4 


14th green. He wound up with a 
72 to finish two shots behind. 
O’Hair has a history of not 
folding. He was driven by a re- 
lentless father and forced to turn 
pro when he was 16, still a junior 
in high school. He managed to 
break away, got married, and 
he and wife Jackie traveled the 
mini-tours in a 40-foot bus, some- 
times unable to play because they 
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didn’t have money for the entry 
fee, often playing for their next 
meal. 

“Losing (stunk) at Bay Hill,” 
O’Hair said. “Even though it’s 
tough to lose like that, to lose a 
five-shot lead against Tiger, you 
still learn from it. I talked to my 
coach. I talked to my caddie, Paul 
(Tesori). And we just all said all I 
have to do is keep putting myself 
in those situations, and at some 
point I’m going to learn how to 
win. It’s just nice to win as quick- 
ly as I did after Bay Hill.” 

It wasn’t easy. 

Even with a shaky swing, 
Woods’ presence loomed at Quail 
Hollow. He spun back a delicate 
pitch shot to tap-in range for 
birdie on the eighth hole to get 
within one shot of the lead at the 
time, and appeared to be hitting 
his stride. 

Instead, he hit it into the trees 
on the par-5 10th, eliminating 
a good chance at birdie. And he 
kept coming up well short of the 
pin, unable to produce the right 
trajectory for the wind. 

But nothing stung worse than 
the 14th, with fans waving white 
towels at the sight of his ball tum- 
bling down the fairway and stop- 
ping just inside 25 feet from the 
cup for a chance at eagle, with a 
par 5 awaiting on the next hole. 

Woods ultimately had to make 
a 5-footer just to save par. 

“Tt had my opportunity there 
at 14. I made a mistake there,” 
Woods said. “I knew the green 
was baked out. It was downwind, 
and I didn’t heed my own warn- 
ing, and ended up putting too 
hard.” 


Leipheimer, Armstrong take top two spots in Gila

The Astana riders, who en- 
tered the five-day event as independents, 
used the tour as a tune up for the upcoming 
race in Italy. 

Leipheimer won the Tour of the Gila on 
Sunday after finishing first in two of the 
early stages and coming in third behind 
Armstrong in the last stage, dubbed the 
Gila Monster. Armstrong moved up in the 
overall classification from fourth to second 
after Sunday’s stage. 


Cowboys assistant set for surgery 


IRVING, Texas — The Dallas Cowboys’ 
special teams coach was set for surgery 
Monday on his fractured cervical verte- 
brae after the team’s tentlike practice fa- 
cility collapsed in fierce wind. 

Government inspectors were on site and 
began investigating the collapse, said Eliz- 
abeth Todd, a spokeswoman for the U.S. 
Occupational Safety and Health Admin- 
istration. Officials with the city of Irving 
were examining construction and inspec- 
tion paperwork regarding the $4 million 
structure built in 2003. 


Joe DeCamillis was one of 12 people in- 
jured and three Cowboys staff members 
still in the hospital following Saturday’s 
accident. The Cowboys didn’t immediately 
return a call regarding whether surgery 
on the 43-year-old assistant had begun 
early Monday. 

The most seriously injured was Rich 
Behm, the team’s 33-year-old scouting as- 
sistant who was permanently paralyzed 
from the waist down after his spine was 
severed. Behm and assistant athletic train- 
er Greg Gaither, 35, remained hospitalized. 
Gaither had surgery on his fractured upper 
and lower right leg and was expected to be 
released this week. 

The company that built the facility — 
Summit Structures LLC of Allentown, Pa. 
— said the roof had been replaced in 2008. 
The statement said proper engineering 
was used during the original construction 
and the installation of the new roof.

Rockets’ Artest already jawing; 
Kobe expects a ‘tun’ matchup

LOS ANGELES — Kobe Bryant 
missed practice Sunday because of a 
sore throat, which raised few worries 
among the Los Angeles Lakers. 

If anything, it might just mean a little 
less trash talk between Bryant and Ron 
Artest when the Lakers host the Houston 
Rockets in Game 1 of the Western Con- 
ference semifinals on Monday night. 

“We know when it’s game time he’s 
going to come out and be ready to play 
no matter what’s going on,” teammate 
Shannon Brown said. “It’s definitely 
going to take more than a sore throat. 
He’s got to be missing some limbs for 
him not to come out there and be ready 
to play the game.” 

The top-seeded Lakers were off a 
week after eliminating the Utah Jazz 
in five games and waiting for the fifth- 
seeded Rockets to finish off Portland in 
six games. Houston advanced to the sec- 
ond round for the first time since 1997. 

The most intriguing matchup, of 
course, will be Bryant, last year’s league 
MVP, against Artest and Shane Battier. 

Bryant and Artest shoved and jawed 
their way through a 102-96 Lakers vic- 
tory at Houston on March 11. 

“Tt wasn’t much of a battle,” Bryant 
said after scoring 37 points that night. “I 
kicked his [butt] tonight.” 

Los Angeles won the season series 4- 
0, dominating the fourth quarter of each 
game. Bryant averaged 28.3 points. 

“T can see us playing better. The first 
time we played them T-Mac was hurt,” 
Artest said, referring to Tracy McGrady. 
“One time we played them at home I 
didn’t play. The next time we played them 
in L.A. we just got rid of Rafer [Alston], a 
new team. The last time we played them 
in L.A., that was a good game. We finally 
had our team, but they still got us in the 
fourth quarter.” 

The Rockets were all but written off 
when McGrady had season-ending knee 
surgery in February. 

“T think we’ll do it now,” Artest said. “It 
wasn’t only the Lakers, it was also Mem- 
phis and Minnesota, Dallas, Chicago 
where we didn’t execute in the fourth.” 

In arecent TV interview, Artest called 
Portland guard Brandon Roy “the best 
player I’ve played against.” Better than 
Bryant and Cleveland Cavaliers forward 
LeBron James? Artest reiterated his ini- 
tial statement. 

On Saturday, Bryant remained rela- 
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tively quiet about playing against Artest. 

“It’s fun,’ Bryant said. “He’s obvi- 
ously a great defensive player so I look 
forward to it.” 

The Rockets talked about their late- 
game struggles against the Lakers. 

“They really took it to us in the fourth 
quarter,” coach Rick Adelman said. “We 
were in every game at the end of three, 
and the fourth quarter, they dominated. 
They really turned it up a notch. Usually 
in all four games Kobe really got aggres- 
sive. So it’s pretty constant. 

“You have to make him work for ev- 
erything. You’re not going to stop him, 
you’re not going to shut him down, but 
you’ve got to make him work. That’s the 
advantage we have, throw both guys 
[Battier and Artest] at him and maybe 
we can wear him down a little bit. 

“It’s a team thing. The team has to be 
in position to help.” 

On the flip side, the Lakers had three 
second-half letdowns against the Jazz, in- 
cluding blowing a 13-point third-quarter 
lead in Game 3 and losing by two points. 
Even in the clincher, with a number of 
subs in, they let the Jazz shave a 22-point 
lead to six before winning 107-96. 

Derek Fisher, for one, is sure the 
Lakers won’t be overconfident and 
complacent. 

“T just think the way our season ended 
last season just all puts us in the same 
boat of not wanting our season to end 
where we lost our last game,” Fisher 
said, referring to losing the NBA Finals 
in six games to the Boston Celtics. “So 
even if there are moments of complacen- 
cy or where it appears there’s not a sense 
of urgency, we believe strongly and col- 
lectively that that’s not the case.” 

Andrew Bynum, the Lakers’ former 
starting center, could see more playing 
time to help defend Yao Ming. He played 
just 15 minutes per game against Utah 
as he tried to regain form after a long ab- 
sence because of a knee injury. 

“T think he’s really revved up for this,” 
coach Phil Jackson said. “He’s excited 
about it and we hope that he stays under 
control and remembers his principles 
about defense and rebounding, and the 
offense will just come.” 

Yao’s pumped, too. Asked if he likes 
the Rockets being big underdogs, he 
asked, “What is an underdog?” 

When told it meant people expect them 
to lose, Yao said: “I’m used to that. Don’t 
worry about it. I’m used to it.”

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LeBron 
is MVP 
of NBA

AKRON, Ohio — Unstoppable 
at both ends of the floor this sea- 
son, LeBron James claimed the 
league MVP on Monday, receiv- 
ing the award in the high school 
gym where he first made his 
name. 

The Cleveland Cavaliers star 
won what some expected to be a 
close vote in a slam dunk. He re- 
ceived 109 of a possible 121 first- 
place votes to easily outdistance 
Kobe Bryant of the Los Angeles 
Lakers. James totaled 1,172 points 
in balloting by media members in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

Bryant, last year’s winner, got 
two first-place votes and finished 
with 698 points. Miami guard 
Dwyane Wade was third with 
680 points and was named first 
on seven ballots. Orlando center 
Dwight Howard (328) was fourth 
followed by New Orleans guard 
Chris Paul (192). 

James is the first Cavaliers 
player to win the award. He aver- 
aged 28.4 points, 7.6 rebounds and 
7.2 assists this season, his sixth as 
a pro. He also finished second in 
voting for defensive player of the 
year, making him perhaps the 
league’s most dominant two-way 
player since Michael Jordan. 

At 24 years, 106 days on the 
final day of the regular season, 
James is the youngest player to 
win the award since Moses Malo- 
ne (24 years, 16 days) in 1978-79. 
Wes Unseld was 23 when he won 
it in 1968-69. 

“It takes a lot of sweat,” said 
Cleveland general manager 
Danny Ferry. “I’ve been fortu- 
nate enough to watch him sweat 
the past four years when no one 
else was around. I just want to 
acknowledge that and give it a 
round of applause.” 

He started a career-high 81 
games and set personal bests in 
field-goal (49) and free-throw 
(79) percentages as well as 
blocks (93). James became the 
second player to post five straight 
seasons of at least 27 points, six 
rebounds and six assists. The 
other is Oscar Robertson, whose 
extraordinarily versatile game is 
the one to which James’ is most 
often compared. 

James nearly averaged a triple- 
double — 32 points, 11.3 rebounds 
and 7.5 assists — as the top-seed- 
ed Cavaliers breezed through the 
first round of the playoffs, sweep- 
ing the Detroit Pistons. 
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
